Statement  by  Chairman  at  the  Annual  Meeting 

of  the  Council  held  on  9th  April,  1969. 


At  the  conclusion  of  my  first  year  of  office  as  your  Chairman  I 
have  pleasure  in  submitting  a  few  general  observations  on  the  year’s  work„ 

1*  Cost  of  the  Services 

The  cost  of  the  services  administered  by  the  Council  during  the 
financial  year  ended  31st  March,  1969*  amounted  to  £16,385,717.  Included 
in  this  total  is  the  sum  of  £1,457,202  paid  by  members  of  the  public  by 
way  of  statutory  charges  towards  the  cost  of  Pharmaceutical,  Dental  and 
Ophthalmic  Services,  the  net  cost  to  the  Exchequer  being  £14,928,515. 

(a)  General  Medical  Services 

The  principal  payments  to  medical  practitioners  in  addition  to 
capitiation  payments,  are 

(i)  a  basic  practice  allowance  to  recognise 
commitments  and  obligations  which  do  not 
vary  proportionately  to  the  size  of  the 
list. 

(ii)  special  allowances  to  recognise  seniority, 
practice  in  groups,  practice  in  designated 
areas  and  vocational  training. 

(iii)  payments  for  out  of  hours  responsibilities, 
including  a  supplementary  practice  allowance, 
supplementary  capitation  fees,  and  night 
visit  fees. 

(iv)  payments  for  vaccinations  and  immunisations 
carried  out  for  reasons  of  public  policy. 

(v)  payments  for  the  arrest  of  dental  haemorrhage, 
and 

(vi)  payments  in  respect  of  the  employment  of  an 
assistant,  the  employment  of  ancillary  help, 
rent  and  rates  of  premises  (including 
notional  rent  on  owner- occupied  premises) 
employment  of  locums  during  the  doctor’s  own 
sickness. 

Following  the  issue  of  the  Ninth  Report  of  the  Review  Body  on 
Doctors  and  Dentists  remuneration  certain  changes  in  fees  and  allowances 
recommended  in  the  Report  were  made  in  July,  1968  with  effect  from 
1st  April,  1968. 

The  Council’s  gross  expenditure  on  General  Medical  Services 
for  the  year  amounted  to  £4,803,488. 


(b)  Pha  .mac  eut  i  ca  1  Se  rv  ic  e  s 


The  Council’s  gross  expenditure  in  respect  of  pharmaceutical 
services  for  the  year  amounted  to  £6fOOOf502 .  Prescription  charges  to 
patients  for  medicines  and  appliances  were  re-introduced  with  effect 
from  10th  June,  1968,  and  receipts  from  these  chargee  amounted  to 
£535,988  so  that  the  net  amount  paid  was  £5,664,514.  Certain  persons 
were  exempted  from  payment  of  prescription  charr  ,  and  Regulations, 
effective  from  17th  October,  1968,  .required  Executive  Councils  to  issue 
prepayment  certificates  o  persons  who  pay  prescribed  sums  entitling  the 
holder  to  exemption  from  prescription  charges  during  a  specified  period  of 
time,  namely,  six  calendar  months  on  payment  of  £1.  10.  Od.  or  twelve 
calendar  months  on  payment  of  £2.  15.  Od.  Total  sums  received  by  the 
Council  in  respect  of  such  certificates  issued,  during  the  course  of  the 
year  amounted  to  £6,225, 

The  latest  available  statistical  information  regarding 
dispensing  costs  in  the  Council’s  area  shows  that  10,066,538  prescriptions 
were  submitted  for  pricing  during  the  year  ended  51st  December,  1968.  The 
average  cost  per  prescription  was  11s.  lOd.  and  the  average  total  cost  per 
person  amounted  to  £2.  18.  9d.  The  corresponding  figures  for  the 
preceding  twelve  months  w ere  10,137,09 8#  11s.  4d.  and  £2.  17.  4d. 
respectively. 

( c )  General  Dental  Services 


The  National  Health  Service  (Charges  for  Dental  Treatment) 
Regulations  1968  were  made  during  the  course  of  the  year  and  took  effect 
on  1st  May,  1968.  The  Regulations  increased  from  one  pound  to  thirty 
shillings  the  maximum  amount  payable  by  patients  in  respect  of  treatment 
other  than  the  supply  of  dentures,  provided  under  general  dental  services . 
The  gross  cost  of  the  General  Dental  Services  provided  by  dentists  on  the 
Council's  List  was  £4,262,248.  Receipts  from  patients'  charges  amounted 
to  £759,517.  with  the  result  that  the  net  cost  to  the  Exchequer  was 
£3,502,731. 

(d)  0  phthalmic  Se  rv ices 


Amendments  to  the  Statement  of  Pees  and  Charges  made  during  the 
year  provided  for  increases  in  the  prices  for  the  supply  of  certain  lenses 
and  frames  and  for  an  increase  in.  the  fees  for  sight  testing  by  ophthalmic 
opticians . 


The  Health  Services  and  Public  Health  Act  1968,  which  received 
the  Royal  Assent  on  26th  July,  1968,  included  provisions  concerned  with 
placing  the  ophthalmic  services  on  a  permanent  basis,  and  marked  the 
change  by  re-naming  the  Supplementary  Ophthalmic  Services  "General 
Ophthalmic  Services",  It  also  provided  for  Ophthalmic  Services  Committees 
to  be  dissolved  r.d  for  consequent  changes  in  the  constitution  of  Executive 
Councils, 

The  Council's  gross  expenditure  on  Ophthalmic  Services  for  the 
year  amounted  to  £1,028,544,  and  after  allowing  for  receipts  from  patients* 
charges  (£361,59.)  the  net  amount  paid  was  £666, 347. 

(e)  Adminis  t rat ion 

Administration  costs,  totalling  £280,675*  were  equal  to  about 
1.7  per  cent  of  the  gross  costs  of  the  Services. 

2 o  Numbers  on  Doctors'  Lists 

The  number  of  persons  on  doctors'  lists  at  1st  January,  I960  was 
2,066,641.  This  number  included  256,845  elderly  patients  in  respect  of 
whom  an  increased  capitation  fee  is  payable. 

Numbers  at  1st  January,  1968,  were  2,049,286  and  248,609 
respectively. 


3*  The  Committees 


The  Committees  have  had  an  active  year  and  I  am  most  grateful 
to  the  members,  both  professional  and  lay,  for  all  their  work  on  behalf 
of  the  Council* 

The  Service  Committees  have  met  to  consider  a  number  of 
complaints  concerning  the  respective  branches  of  the  Service ,  but  I 
must  again  say  that  the  number  of  matters  requiring  investigation  by 
these  Committees  continues  to  be  small  having  regard  to  the  large  volume 
of  items  of  service  provided  by  the  practitioners .  The  professions  are 
to  be  congratulated  on  the  generally  high  standard  of  service  they  have 
maintained. 


The  Joint  Liaison  Committee  continues  to  provide  the  channel 
for  maintaining  close  and  prompt  liaison  between  the  Executive  Council  and 
the  Local  Medical  Committee  on  matters  requiring  consultation  between  the 
two  bodies.  During  the  past  year  this  Committee  has  again  been  called 
upon  to  deal  with  many  matters  arising  from  the  implementation  of  the 
Doctors’  Charter  and  the  revised  method  of  remuneration  for  general 
medical  practitioners. 

4«  Membership  of  the  Council 

As  indicated  above,  the  placing  of  the  ophthalmic  services  on  a 
more  permanent  basis  has  resulted  in  the  dissolution  of  the  Ophthalmic 
Services  Committees,  and  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express 
appreciation  of  the  manner  in  which  this  Committee  has  carried  out  its 
duties  to  administer,  on  the  Council's  behalf,  the  supplementary  ophthalmic 
services  since  the  inception  of  the  National  Health  Service  in  1948.  We 
are  particularly  grateful  to  the  ophthalmic  representatives  who  were  not 
members  of  the  Executive  Council  for  their  invaluable  help  and  advice  on 
technical  matters. 

Mr.  B.A.  Oliver,  a  member  appointed  by  the  Local  Dental  Committee 
resigned  his  membership  during  the  course  of  the  year  and  was  succeeded  by 
Mr.  H.C.  Scott,  Drs.  D.P.  Kanaar  and  T0G.E0  White,  who  were  appointed  by 
the  Local  Medical  Committee,  ceased  to  be  members  of  the  Council  on 
31st  March,  1969,  and  have  been  succeeded  by  Drs.  R.H*  Bartley  and 
G.G.  Pollock.  Mr.  J.  McCree,  I.S.O.,  was  appointed  a  member  of  the  Council 
by  the  Minister  of  Health,  and  Mr.  T.  Learn,  J„P0  was  appointed  by  the 
County  Council  of  Surrey,  to  fill  vacancies  caused  by  the  resignations  of 
Mr.  A.  Burgess  and  Mir.  W.  Whiting,  respectively.  Mr.  L.K„  Caygill,  a 
member  appointed  by  the  Local  Dental  Committee,  resigned  his  membership  on 
31st  March,  1969. 

Arising  from  the  re-constitution  of  Executive  Councils  consequent 
upon  the  provisions  of  the  Health  Services  and  Public  Health  Act  1968,  the 
membership  of  this  Council  has  been  increased  from  33  to  38  as  from 
1st  April,  1969®  Mrs.  D.E.  Robson  and  Mr.  H.R.  Fortescue  have  been 
appointed  to  membership  of  the  Council  by  the  Secretary  of  State, 

Dr.  D.H.  Clarke  by  the  Local  Medical  Committee  and  Messrs.  R.A.  Baxter  and 
D.B.  Richards  by  the  Local  Optical  Committee. 

The  Council  has  congratulated  Dr.  J.C.  Cameron  on  the  honour 
bestowed  upon  him  by  his  appointment  as  a  Commander  of  the  Crder  of  the 
British  Empire  in  tribute  to  his  services  to  the  medical  profession,  and 
Dr.  G,  Hirst  on  his  appointment  as  a  Magistrate. 

5*  Staff 


I  am  glad  to  have  this  further  opportunity  of  paying  a  very  warm 
tribute  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  the  Chief  Officers  and  all  members  of 
the  staff  for  their  loyal  and  efficient  services  throughout  the  year. 


Difficulties  have  again  been  experienced  in  recruiting  and 
retaining  staff,  particularly  since  it  became  necessary  to  transfer  the 
Administration  and  Finance  Sections  to  offices  at  North  Cheam  because  of 
the  Council's  inability  to  obtain  permission  to  build  extensions  to  the 
existing  offices. 

The  staff  have  been  called  upon  to  carry  out  a  considerable 
volume  of  extra  work  in  connection  with  the  new  system  of  remuneration  for 
general  medical  practitioners  and  the  re-introduction  of  prescription 
charges,  and  we  have  recorded  our  appreciation  of  the  services  they  have 
rendered  in  this  connection  and  the  efficient  way  in  which  the  extra  work 
has  been  carried  out,  often  under  great  difficulties. 

6.  Acknowledgments 

I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  cordial 
relationships  which  continue  to  exist  between  the  Council  and  the 
professional  Committees  working  in  association  with  the  Council© 

The  Comity  Joint  Liaison  Committee  and  the  London  Liaison 
Committee  serve  as  important  links  between  the  Executive  Council,  the  Health 
Authorities  and  the  Regional  Hospital  Board,  and  our  representatives  have 
rendered  a  most  useful  contribution  to  the  work  of  the  Committees.  The 
Council  is  grateful  to  the  members  who  have  represented  them  at  meetings  of 
these  Committees,  and  to  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  for  their  help  and 
co-operation. 

I  would  like  to  extend  my  sincere  thanks  to  my  Vice-Chairman, 

Mrs.  K*C.S.  Garrett,  to  the  Chairmen,  Vice-Chairmen  and  Deputy  Chairmen  of 
the  various  Committees,  and  to  every  member  of  the  Council  for  their  help 
and  co-operation  during  the  past  year. 

Finally,  may  I  say  it  has  been  a  pleasure  and  a  privilege  to 
serve  as  your  Chairman  during  the  past  year,  and  I  am  most  grateful  to  you 
all  for  the  kindness  and  consideration  you  have  shown  to  me.

A  tolerance  of  50  over  and  above  these  maxima  is  allowed  in  respect  of 
each  principal  practitioner.  No  tolerance  is  allowed  in  respect  of  an 
assistant. 

An  allowance  may  also  be  made  in  respect  of  the  employment  of  a  part-time 
assistant,  provided  the  assistant  is  employed  for  at  least  half  the  time  for 
which  a  full-time  assistant  would  ordinarily  be  employed. 
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CLASSIFICATION  OF  AREAS 


The  National  Health  Service  (General  Medical  and  Pharmaceutical 
Services)  Regulations,  require  the  Council  once  in  every  year  or  at  such 
more  frequent  intervals  as  the  Medical  Practices  Committee  may  require,  to 
furnish  the  Committee  with  information  to  enable  them  to  judge  the  adequacy 
of  the  medical  services  in  the  area  of  the  Council „ 

The  Committee  classifies  each  area  according  to  the  number  of 
doctors  available,  and  the  following  is  an  outline  of  the  criteria  involved 
in  the  four  classification  grades 


(i)  Designated  Areas  where  an  Initial  Practice  Allowance  is 
available  for  new  entrants  into  independent  practice  who 
are  eligible  to  receive  such  payments 0 

Standards :  Where  the  average  list  of  patients 
per  doctpr  is  over  2,500  and  the  overspill  may 
be  sufficient  to  enable  a  doctor  to  develop  a 
new  practice  or,  if  below  this  figure ,  where 
there  are  other  considerations  such  as 
excessive  outside  commitments  or  new  building

Prescription  charges  to  patients  for  medicines  and  appliances  were 
re-introduced  with  effect  from  10th  June,  1968  and  receipts  for 
the  period  ended  31st  March,  1969,  amounted  to  £394,822*  Certain 
persons  are  exempted  from  payment  of  prescription  charges,  and 
persons  who  are  (a)  expectant  or  nursing  mothers  or  (b)  suffering 
from  one  of  certain  conditions  specified  in  Regulations,  are 
entitled  to  apply  to  the  Executive  Council  for  an  exemption 
certificate* 

In  October,  1968,  Executive  Councils  were  required  to  issue 
prepayment  certificates  to  persons  who  pay  prescribed  sums 
entitling  the  holder  to  exemption  from  prescription  charges  during 
a  specified  period  of  time,  namely  six  calendar  months  on  payment 
of  £1.  10.  Od.  or  twelve  calendar  months  on  payment  of  £2.  15.  Od.
